Places of worship was exempted. 

Ald, Pheasy asked about churches 
used for the purpose of holding pviit- 
ical meetings.

Supertax Proposal 

The other chief point of debate was 
the question of imposing a supertux 
to make up for taxes which caniot 
be collected, . 

The charter amendment to provide 
for this reads as follows: “The coun- 
cil may make the said allowance for 
taxes which may fot be collected by 
way of such extra or supertax 
@s they deem necessary, and in such 
cases in addition to the ordirury tax 
receipt shall issue to every person 
paying the same a certificate thereffur, 
which certificats and the sum therein 
mentioned shall be assignable in all 
respects aS a& chose in action and 
may bear interest at such rate and 
be repayable at or within such time 
and upon other terms and conditioas 
as the council may in said by-law 
specify, and the city shal: be wounds 
to accept such certificate at face value 
with accrued interest as cash at tux 
sales as against arrears of taxes of 
the year in which such extra rate of 
upertax was imposed.”

Mayor Evans expluined this pro- 
posal at some length, saying that it! 
was a forced loan from those whu 
paid their taxes on the~ arrears of

“that shere is no way that we 
finance this year save on @ cash basis. 
We can limit our expenditure as much 
as possible, but we must have cash.” 
He pointed out that they had there- 
fore to find ways of increasing reve- 
nue and reducing expenditure, if 
they secured relief from, the sinking

per pair, Operations for tonsils or 
adenoids mean similar inconvenience 
and excessive cost; does dentistry. 
Only a few of the wealthiest farmers 
and residents of small villages can 
afford this. Consequently thousands} 
of children are never even medically 
amined during their school life 
They go through school handicapped 
by defective eyesight, bad teeth, bad 
and other minor ailments 
which retard their education and fre- 


quently develop into serious physical} 
ailments in later life. 

The first work of the doctors and! 
nurses undoubtedly wilt be to study 
ypical medical requirements, and 
after that to de @ ways and means

The doctors and nurses chosen for 
this work will have a tremendous

This work of medical service in} 
schools inevitably must go hand in| 
hand with the development of rural 
hospitals.

Super-Subs Keeping Up Heavy Toll of Allied Vessels 


—Many Lost. 


Londen, Jan, 11.—The submarine 
warfare has gradually taken on a new 
phase since the wintry weacher set 
in. Submais..co of the so-called cruis- 
er type are now doing most of the 
sinkings, while the smaller ones ap- 
pareay are confining their work 
largely to mine-laying. 

The reason for this shifting of Ger- 
man technique is that small submar- 
ines are not good surface craft in 
seus, while the cruiser type| 
has proved wonderfully seaworthy, be- 
ing actually more manageable than 
the modern torpedoboat destroyer in} 


heavy weather, ¥ 
These cruisers carry two 5.9 inch 
guns and 16 torpedoes and can _ re- 


main at sea for six weeks. The Ger- 
mans have built a considerable num- 
ber of these super-submarines since 
the first one visited American waters, 
but so many of them have been lost 
that there are now not more than 
seven or eight operating. These, 
are manned by the pick of 
the whole German navy, and their 
power for harm may be judged from 
the fact that these seven or, eight 
vessels are able to keep up sfich a 
heavy toll of sinkings among allied 
shipping, : 
Guns Replace Torpedoes, | 
A considerable proportion of the} 
recent sinkings have been accomplish-| 
ed by gunfire. The cruiser guns no 
longer are of the old type which fold-

ROTARY CLUB RESOLUTION

Anniversary of Peace Pact Between Warring: Leagues. 

One of the most important treaties of peace ever signed was 
that document to which representatives of the National and Amer.can 
leagues attached their signatures fifteen years ago today, thus put- 
tingan end to the disastrous warfare which had been waged be- 
tween the rival major leagues. “The Peace of Cincinnati’ will prob- 
ably be the historic name of that pact agreed upon at a conference 
in the Ohio city on Jan 12, 1903. During the seasons of 1901 and 


1902 the leagues had bee at sword's points to the disgust of the 
fans, who hailed with delight the decision to quit playing politics 


and to play ball instead. Harry C. Pulliam, who had replaced Nick 
Young as president of the National league and Garry Hermann, 
of Cincinnati,, were largely responsible for ushering in the era of 
sweet peace Hermann, acting as mediator, brought President Ban 
Johnson, of the Ainerican league, into line. There was considerable 
friction over the distribution of players, but all differences were ad- 
justed for the sake of harmony. That the fans appreciated the 
change from war to peace was shown by the increased attendance 
of 1903, Five of the eight National league clubs made money that 
year, whereas most of them had lost heavily in the two preceding 
In the American league all the clubs, save Washington and

Detroit, broke even or made money, and the losers were not much 
out of pocket,

Bloodshed Threatened Says Re- 
port to Social Service ‘ 
Council

Torogto, Jan. 11—''Leave me alone; 
I know what I am doing; I mean to 
have a good time.” This is the answer 
of some of the Canadian soldiers when 
appealed to in the streets or in the 
public houses in London by the wo- 
nen patrois who devote themselves to 
the special work of saving sold.ers 
from the social pitfall, according to a 
report from Alexander Coote. of the 
British Vigilance Association, which 
was represented at the annual meet- 
ing of the Soc.al Service Council of 
Canada, held in the central Y.M.C.A. 
yesterday. 

“TYhe Canadian officials of every 
rank,” said Mr, Coote, “are doing 
their utmost for the welfare of their 
men with encouraging results." 

The committee on purity and the 
franchise made the follow.ng recom- 
mendations, which were adopted: 

Requiriug the publitation of elec- 
tion funds and expenses in the federal 
as well as the provincial spheres, 

To make it a crime for any person 
to give or receive a bribe in terms of 
the criminal code,

cutor as responsible to parliament and 
independent of the government, as the 
auditor-general, whose obligatory duty 
will be to investigate every complaint 
and prosecute every offense against 
our election laws, 

The report of the committee on

Will Make Effort to Have Union of Independent States, In- 
cluding Ukraine, Siberia, Don Territory and the Cau- 
casus — Cossacks Rally to Kaledines. 


Petrograd, Jan. 10—The Social Revolutionists are planning 
to hold a convention of peasants’ deputies and other organiza- 
tions in connection with the all-Russian workmen's and sol- 
dier’s congress on January 21st. An effort will be made to form 
a federation of Russian republics, including the Ukraine, Si- 
beria, the Don territory, and the Caucasus. 


London, Jan, 11—~A majority of the 
Cossacks and a portion of the Don 
are grouping themselves) 
around the Don military government 
under General Kaledines, according tu 
special dispatch from Petrograd 
porporting to give an authorized ac- 
count of conditions in South Russia. 
Kaledines’ principal aim is 
not to fight the Boisheviki, but to con- 
folidate democratic republican power 
of the Don district. 

General Alexieff, former Russian 
commander in chief, around whom 
has gathered a corps of some 25,000 
officers, has considered it necessary 
to organize a struggle against the Bol- 
sheyiki on an all-Russian plan and to 
create in Russia a moderate Mberal 
regime.

SHIPBUILDING IN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


If history can be relied upon it is 
just one hundred years since t_« first 
ship was built on the Pacific Coast of 
Canada. A century and a quarter 
passed without bringing the industry 
fo any immense proportions, but 
within the .ast few years shipbuild- 
ing has advanced in British Columbia 
as if by magic. In the summer of 1916 
there was one ship, to be valued at 
half a million dollars, in process of 
construction in the province. at 
present the industry represents an in- 
vestment of $30,000,000. Nire large 
vessels, the product of British Colum- 
bian enterprise, are now sailing the 
seas, and thirty-three others, six of 
w~ch are of steel construction, are 
either being built or have been con 
tracted for. 

The incentives for thes sigantic 
strides in British Colu*ibian ship 
building have been the demand for 
ocean tonrage created by the German 
submarines, and the many extraor- 
dinary facilities which the geographi 
eal situation of British Columbia and 
her forest resoris offer for the ship 
building trade. It was for these rea 
sons thet the Imperial Munitions 
Board seiected British Columbia to 
build twenty-five vessels. 

British Columbian shipbuilding is 
earried on mainly at Vancouver and 
Victoria, but New Westminster has a 
yard of considerable proportions at 
Poplar Island, where four of the ships 
ordered by the Munitions Board are 
being constructed. The classes of 
ships being built are divided inte 
schooners and steamers. The major 
ity are built mainly of wood, but 
several are made prin ipally of steel. 
At present the shipyards of Victoria, 
Vancouver, and New Westminster are 
engaged in building fifty of these 
vessels, which will have a gross ton 
nage of 116,980, and a deadweight 
capacity of 185,000 tons 

The cost of ihe materia) alone that 
must be applied for the compietion ot 
these ships is estimated at 31,700,000 
In order to finance the shipbuilding 
undertakings, actual and econtem 
plated, the British Columbian Manu 
facturers’ Association is endeavoring 
to secure a “Shipbuilding Loan” from 
the Dominion Government. 

There is a bright prospect before 
the shipbuilders of British Columbia. 
It is possible that ihe yards there 
will be making ships for the Aus 
tralian Government in the near 
future. Negotiations are now being 
carried on by the shipbuildere of 
British Columbia with the Govern 
ment of the Commonwealth, with « 
view to securing orders.

“Jesus Begins His Work.’’—Mark 1:12-20. 
BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS. 


Jesus identifies himself with the 
big crewd of plain people. He was 
one of “the masses.” A toiler and 
the son of a toiler; He was in such 
close fellowship with the working man 
that He was called “the Carpenter.” 
Dr. Van Dyke has written truly:

“Bat I think the King of that coun- 
iry comes out from His tireless 
host, 

And walks in this world of the weary, 
as if He loved it the most: 

And here in the @uty confusion. wita 
eyes that are heayy and dim, 

He meets again the laboring men 
who are looking and longing 
for Him.” 


No Buddha immured im lonely and 
asceti¢ contemplation was He, but a 
reali man touching life on ali levels, 
and yet closest to the dust-grimed and 
sweaty crowd of common people. The 
modern fashion of preaching Christ 
as the best Brother of all mankind, 
who loved them up to the level of life 
and the limitless measure of death, is 
as near to “the simple gospel” as 
preaching can get. 

- Lining Up With The Crowd. 

A snob wants to emphasize the dif- 
ferences between himself and the mass 
of mankind; a Savious stresses the 
points of likeness. This lesson upon 
the baptism and the temptation of 
Jesus, has one great message: the 
identity of the Magfer with the life 
and let of people. He was at con- 
Stant pains to associate himself with 
the,sorrows and toils and joys and 
hope s and religious aspirations of the 
big crowd of us. 

John’s preaching was not perfect; 
it was only a preparation; none the 
less, Jesus insisted that He be publie- 
ly enrolled as one of John's crowd. 
A lot of conceited persons think the 
Church is not perfect and not quite 
up to their standard; and so refuse 
to unite with it. To all such may be 
commended the example of Jesus: He 
joined John's church. He found the 
best crowd and stood with it. No 
idle, carping critic He. 

Each in his place standing for the 
best he Knows and not withholding 
open allegiance to the best and mast 
hopeful organization God has pro- 
vided, is the programme of progress. 
Open and public confession by church 
membership is the ce cil conveyed 
by the example of Jesus in His Bap- 
tism He wanted to be counted 
among the friends of God on earth. 
That way comes Christian solidarity. 

A Real Man's Battie. 

After exaltation comes depression; 
the eestatic experience -of baptism, 
when the heavens opened and the Fa- 
ther attested His approval of the Son, 
Was succeededil by the temptation in 
the wilderness. Jesus went apart 
awfile; to take the measure and 
meaning cf himself, His new experi- 
ence and His mission. Every normal 
person understands the mod. Jesus 
wants to get away from the crowd: 
to be alone with himself and God. 

But He did not get away from the 
devil. Modern philosophy is inclined 
to ignore the devil; substituting devil- 
ish tendencies in humanity. Person- 
all. I prefer to think be‘ter of man 
and accept Satan. Everybody who 
has lifted his eyes six inches from the 
rim of a book knows that there are 
forces in the world which make for 
unrighteousness. The ugly thing call- 
ed sin is no mere theological term; it 
is a fact of life. 

A successful business map sat op- 
posite me and said, “I tell you, 1 
know men and I know myself and it 
is only the grace of Goé that keeps 
me from tumbling over into the yvol- 
cano.’ That man was not taiking 
about any metaphysical or subjective 
errors; he meant gross sins, such as 
the law of the land @ecognizes as 
crime. Yet he is a good man, made 
such, he avows, only by the religion 
of the tempted Christ. 

No Sham Fight. 

Into such battles as this—the kind 
which most upright men know ‘as 
more real experiences than any strug- 
gie in business—Jesus went. He 
fought the fight that no geod man 
can escape; and He fought # with no 
weapons that may net be ours. 

It was no sham battle that Jesus 
waged. He could have fallen eren 
as we may fail. It was possible for 
Him to sin; otherwise the experience 
of the Temptation Id have been 
“as idle as a paint ship upoén a 
painted ocean.” 

Sturdy words need to be spoken on 
this point, to meet the misconception 
of those who would amasculate the 
Temptation; and Rey. Dr. J. H. Jow- 
ett has spoken them: “Whatever else 
my Lord shall be to me, He shall not 
be a counterfeit man exposed te 
counterfeit fire, a mere stage fire, a 
man played upon by harmless sheet 
Nehtning and never moving amid *- 


dread bolts and forked flame. His 
shail not be the sham ficht and mine 
the real struggle, or He can be no 
leader to me. He ‘elt the real heat 
of the fire, and felt the fascination 
of the real seduction. Jesus of Naza- 
reth had the real devil to meet and 
the real battle to wage, and the gar- 
lands on His noble brow -were nobly 
won.” 


A Three Battle War. 


To the mind of the lonely, spent, 
and hungry young man, worn with 
his long vigil of forty foodless days, 
the Temptation appeared. There is 
no need to apparel him in horns and 
hoofs; the devil wears evening clothes 
oftener than the rig of red. 

A well fed man may not be tempt- 
ed by food: but a starving man may. 
It is amazing how the elemental 
wants, food, shelter, warmth, appeal 
to even the highest reason. And Jesus 
was hungry. So Satan had him turn 
the stones into bread. Now it surely 
was God's will that “his Son should be 
fed—but not in Satan's way. Better 
hunger than dishonor. Allegiance to 
evil is too high a price to pay for life. 

More subtle was the second on- 
slnught. When Jesus would not re- 
spond to a physical allurement, he was 
attacked in his faith. These spiritual 
temptations are usually more powerful 
than those of the flesh. “Prove your- 
self and God by casting yourself down 
from the pinnacle of the temple; the 
angels will bear you up,” said the Evil 
One glib to quote Scripture. Faith 
exercised needlessly and at sin’s be- 
hest, is folly. 

The third allurement was to take a 
short cut to his dominion and king- 
dom by compromising with the devil. 
“Tl agree to let you have the world 
if you wiil acknowledge yourself 
fendatory to me et me be overlord 
and you may be King of kings.” This 
Was nothing else than the common 
temptation to compromise: “the end 
justifies the means.” By the devil's 
programme Jesus would escape shame 
and serrow and rejection and Cal- 
vary. But he knows that God's 
crowns are to be earned in God's wya 
so he cried “Get thee hence, Satan, 
Thou sholt worship the Lord thy 


Goda.” 
The Hills Of Home. 

Nearly a year elapsed between 
the temptation of Jesus and his call- 
ing of the first disciples. Jesus had 
turned his face back to Galilee, his 
boyhood home. Amid the excitement 
of life in Jerusalem his human heart 
often turned longingly toward the 
sweet hills over which he had ranged 
in boyhood. He longed for a_ sight 
of the wild-flowers that he loved, and 
for the fresh breezes that blow over 
Galilee. The heart of man is hun- 
gry for home; no other spot on earth 
ever seems quite so attractive as that 
in which he spent his boyhood. 

The big heavy boats of Galilee—tI 
have ridden in them, ang I have seen 
them half filled with fish—could not 
be handled by one man; they needed 
team work. eJsus calied to his serv- 
ice men who were used to working 
with men. That is a first quality for 
success in organized service. The 
ability to get along with fellow work- 
ers, and to help and be helped, nei- 
ther overrating nor underrating an 
associate, is a talent which often 
counts for more than genius.

It is an unpardonable sin to hav® 
a musical instrument in the house 
and allow it to fall into disuse through 
carelessness. Seme people purchase 
an instrument, use it unceasingly for 
a few months, and then gradually let 
other occupations and other pleasures 
crowd out the enjoyment ef the music 
until the source of the pleasure be- 
comes a mere article of furnishing in 
the home. 

*Perhaps the parents start their 
child taking music lessons. When the 
novelty of the practice gives ay to 
the realization that faithful and per- 
sistent practice is necessary, the child 
naturally commences a series of 
schemes to avoid the irksome’ grind. 
The parents take the path of least 
resistance by giving way to the obe- 
jector and the lessons are discon- 
tinued. 

Again, it may be the member of a 
choir drumming over the hymns and 
anthems during the week until he or 
she gets the run of the music for the 
Friday night practice. This choir 
megiber makes steady headway. The 
leader notices the improvement, as- 
certains the reason for it, is greatly 
encouraged, and thinks he has the 
makings of a future soloist. But the 
home preparation stops, the steady 
imprevement drops off, and there is 
a slipping back. 

May be it is a mother who man- 
ages to spend a few minutes at the 
piano every day. The children hear 
some music regularly and they are 
beginning to see the beauties of cer- 
tain tunes, beginning to show a leve 
for their mcther's playing and sing- 
ing, when the mother lets just a few 
days slip by without touching the 
piano; then a fortnight goes by be- 
tween times, then a month, until the 
hour of music is a rare occurrence. 

To thus lose one’s grip on music 
is a poor policy. This principle is 
well illustrated by our Canadian army 
atthe front. The boys shave every 
morning. It freshens a man, helps 
him sustain his pride and self-respect. 
Permit soldiers to grow careless and 
you will soon have them downheart- 
ed. Have them shave every day and 
they buck up. If you ever let down 
you begin to s¥p- So it is goud to 
guard against going any. length of 
time without having some music. 
Don't let the musical instrument in 
your home fall into disuse,

Behold 
the Russian wien he lets himself free 
from the ¢Kasatchisk” (a national 
Russian dance full of vigor and humor 
deve’oped into the most wonderful 
national ballet) and you have seen 
nothing wilder, nothing gayer—you 
a never laughed more in all your 
ife! 

America knows Russian com posers 
and artists—Elman, Zimbalist, Hei- 
fetz, Godowsky, Galbrilowiteh, Didur, 
Challapine, and others are ‘be'oved 
here. Tchaikowsky, Rubenstein, 
Moussorgsky. Rachmaninoff, Glazur- 
off. Rimsky-Korsakoff, and " many 
others have added a glorious page to 
the history of music. 

Now when Russia is drunk with 
freedom to a point of irresponsibility, 
we can hope that the near future will 
redeem and save her and streams of 
light will search the darkest ani re- 
motest corners.
